Yoshida, Hajime (7-18, Kagota 2-Chome, Yamagata, Yamagata 990, Japan) : 
Two new species of the genus Dipoena (Araneae: Theridiidae) from Japan. Acta 
arachnol., 36: 25-31 (1988). 

Two new species belonging to the family Theridiidae are described from Japan 
under the names of Dipoena chikunii and D. okumae. D. caninotata Bosenberg 
et Strand, 1906 is synonymized with Theridion subpallens Bosenberg et Strand, 
1906.

Carapace length 0.7 mm, width 0.7 
mm. Abdomen length 0.9 mm, width 0.7 mm.

Carapace suboval, eye region slightly projecting. PME smaller than others 
(1: 2). AME separated by their diameter. PME separated by three times 
their diameter. Lateral eyes almost touching. Sternum nearly as long as wide, 
truncated between fourth coxae. Abdomen subspherical. 

Palpal organ as shown in Figs. 5, 12: Embolus long and forming a circle ; 
median apophysis large; conductor with two small projections ; accessory apophysis 
attached to embolus. 

Carapace reddish orange. Eyes dark. Chelicerae, maxillae and labium 
reddish orange. Legs reddish yellow; tibiae, distal metatarsi and tarsi dusky. 
Palpi dusky. Abdomen reddish orange with dorsal white pigments. In alcohol, 
reddish part almost decolorized. 

Female (allotype). Similar to male, but differing in the following points: 
Total length 1.9 mm. Carapace length 0.7 mm, width 0.7 mm. Abdomen length 
1.4 mm, width 1.4 mm.

Carapace circular, as long as wide. Eyes almost equal in size. AME 
separated by three-fourths their diameter. PME separated by their diameter. 
Abdomen spherical, as long as wide or high. Genital organ as shown in Fig. 
14: Seminal receptacles only one pair; duct coiled.

Distribution. Hokkaido and Honshu (Yamagata and Nagano Prefectures). 

Remarks. This species is easily distinguishable from the other species by 
its red abdomen. 

The specific name is a patronym in honor of Mr. Yasunosuke Chikuni 
who collected the type specimen. 

Holotype and allotype are deposited in the collection of the Arachnological 
Society of East Asia, Osaka.

Carapace oval with a transverse depression, and with a tubercle bearing 
hairs in front of AME. Diameters in ratio, AME : ALE: PME : PLE=4: 4: 5 : 
6. AME and PME separated by twice their diameter. Lateral eyes almost 
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touching. Sternum as long as wide, truncated between fourth coxae. Legs 
with many macrosetae; patellae with a distal, and tibiae with a distal and 
basal spines. Abdomen suboval. 

Palpal organ as shown in Figs. 10, 15: Embolus short; radix apical trans¬ 
verse lobe; median apophysis dark and oval. 

Carapace with wide median black and marginal yellow bands. Eye region 
black. Chelicerae, maxillae, labium and sternum yellow. Legs yellowish brown. 
Abdomen blackish brown. 

Female (allotype). Similar to male, but differing in the following points: 
Total length 2.1mm. Carapace length 0.7 mm, width 0.5 mm. Abdomen length 
1.3 mm, width 1.1mm.

Carapace oval without depression and tubercle. PME slightly larger than 
others (5: 4). AME separated by five-fourths their diameter. PME separated 
by six-fourths their diameter. Abdomen subspherical, nearly as wide as high. 
Genital organ as shown in Fig. 17: Seminal receptacles only one pair; duct 
long and coiled. Carapace with distinct median band. Legs whitish yellow. 
Abdomen black.

Distribution. Honshu (Aomori, Miyagi, Yamagata and Nagano Prefectures) 
and Kyushu (Fukuoka Prefecture). 

Remarks. This species is allied to D. flavomarginata Bosenberg et Strand, 
1906, but distinguishable from the latter by the male carapace with a tubercle 
in front of AME, the female epigynum with the trace of internal long duct and 
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also the distal part of fourth femora without black ring in both sexes of this 
species. 

The specific name is a patronym in honor of Miss Chiyoko Okuma who 
collected the type specimen. 

Holotype and allotype are deposited in the collection of the Arachnological 
Society of East Asia, Osaka.
